Africa,  now  Sierra  Leone,  but  as  I 
have  said  Ijefore,  by  lack  of  ability  to 
transmit  I Intelligent  information  or 
record  it,  we  have  but  fraffinentary 
knowledge  .of  the  results  of  these  pi(>- 
neer  servants  of  God,  but  like  faithful 
followers  of  tlie  cross  everywhere,  of 
whom  it  is  said:  “Tlie  blood  of  the 
martyrs  is  the  seed  of  the  church”— 
they  died  upon  the  Held,  preparing  the 
way  for  otliers  to  follow.  Thus  we  see 
that  Negro  Baptists  were  some  years 
ahead  of  either  English  or  American 
Baptist  missionary  effort.  The  first 
English  Baptist  Society  was  “The 
Particular  Baptists,”  organized  Ck^to- 
l>er,  179  : It  was  a year  later  that 
William  Carey  (the  recognized  father 
ofinicKlern  missions)  put  to  sea  with  his 
little  band,  ibound  for  Calcutta,  and 
not  till  Fel)ruary  18,  1812,  that  Adoni- 
ram.ludson  l(father  of  American  Mis- 
sions), w'itli  his  Jwife  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Newell,  shipped  from  Salem  Massachu- 
.setts,  bound  for  India. 

To  show  how  nearly  paralled  history 
runs,  let  me  cite  a comparison:  Wil. 
liam  Carey,  as  most  of  you  know  was 
an  EnglLshman,  a shoemaker-  perhaps, 
nearer  [the  fact,  a cobler-who  usually 
labored  with  an  open  Bible  before 
him  on  his  work  bench.  While  thus 
working  and  studing  there  arose  and 
grew  in  his  heart  a burningdesire  to 
preach  the  gospel  to  the  heathen:  lie 
applied  to  the  English  Baptist  churches 
for  commission  ane  means.  The  church 
escarne  together  andjsosmed  a society 
for  preaching  the  gospel  to  all  nations^ 
and  in  1793  William  Carey,  the  con.se- 
crated -cobbler,  as  he  was  called,  was 
sent  to  the  dark-skinned  race  of  India 
to  plant  churches  ane  baptize  those  who 
should  believe  upon  the  son  of  God. 
Let  us  now  observe  a bit  of  eontempo- 
r.ineous  biography  and  missionary  his- 
tory. There  was  born  in  the  year  of 
178O  of  slave  parents  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  a boy,  to  whom  was  given  the 
name  of  Lot  Carey.  (A  curious  co' 
incident  in  name,  as  we  shall  hereafter 
see  in  his  history.)  This  boy  began 
his  slave  life  as  a tobacco  packer;  his 
early  life  was  profame  and  very  wicked.

But  it  will  take 
more  than  money  to  save  them  fn-m 
selfishness.
